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STEVENSONS OF SPATH 






Featured in this issue is a 
Burton-on-Trent Guy Arab 
III in preservation now for 
some years but today enjoying 
a new lease of life with Roger 
Burdett. New in 1950, it was 
rebodied in 1960 and finally 
withdrawn in 1971, three years 
prior to Burton becoming 
East Staffs as a result of local 
government reorganisation in 
1974. A little over a decade 
later, the local authority 
merged its operations with 
local independent Stevensons. 

Stevensons was established 
in 1926, developing a network 
of routes linking Burton 


sold to British Bus which in 
turn became Cowie which 
subsequently changed its name 
to Arriva. 

Pictured here are three 
Stevensons’ vehicles 
which plied 




with Uttoxeter. The operator 
became well known for its 
varied fleet of secondhand 
purchases, which at one time 
included a number of former 
London Transport RTLs and 
RTWs. 

The 1985 merger with East 
Staffs, widely acknowledged 
as the first privatisation of a 
municipal operator, heralded 
continued expansion by 
Stevensons, the operator 
becoming a significant force 
across the Midlands. In 1994, 
Stevensons, at the time the 
UK’s largest independent 
operator with 270 buses, was 


their way between Burton 
and Uttoxeter long before the 
name Arriva had even been 
dreamt up.

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Manchester Museum’s Great Christmas Shunt 


The time between Christmas and New 
Year is normally devoted to devouring 
mince pies and DVD box sets, but 
volunteers at the Museum of Transport 
Greater Manchester spent theirs shifting 
buses. 

The Great Christmas Shunt’ was 
planned to enable buses to be moved 
for attention in advance of their 2019 
programme of events, with a long menu 
from MOT Class 5 preparatory work to 
the start of restoration programmes. Some 
35 buses were moved in one day, mostly 
under their own power, in a ten-hour stint 
that saw some rare and interesting sights. 

Amongst the rarest was the movement 
of the Museum’s two trolleybuses from 
the upper to the lower exhibition hall. 
Both have been cosmetically restored but 
couldn’t move under their own power, so 
a combination of hand-pushing and the 
Museum’s AEC Matador tow wagon saw 
the pair safely in their new display slots. 

Both trolleybuses are rare Crossleys. 
Manchester 1250 is a six-wheel Crossley 
‘Dominion’ and Ashton 80 is a four- 
wheel Crossley ‘Empire’, both featuring 
Crossley’s own bodywork with the 
characteristic Manchester-style ‘droopy’ 
front windows and raised rear windows. 


The photographs show Manchester 
1250, the six-wheel Crossley ‘Dominion’ 
trolleybus, being carefully led down Boyle 
Street by the Museum’s AEC Matador. 
This is itself a museum piece, being 
formerly the breakdown lorry of much- 
missed independent Lancashire United 
Transport and another of the beneficiaries 


of the ‘Christmas shunt,’ the unique 
double deck Atkinson, SHMD 70, which 
was released from display to receive some 
body repairs and MOT Class 5 test. It’s 
scheduled to be available later this year 
for the Museum’s ‘Transpo 50’ event in 
October including use on free bus rides.

Smith of Dalton 
ceases trading 

Family-owned bus and coach company 
John Smith of Dalton near Thirsk went 
into administration on 17 January 2019 
after 84 years of trading, making 25 staff 
redundant. The company was started in 
1935 by John Smith and Percy Adams. 

A fiercely competitive market and 
increasing regulatory pressures have 
been given for the closure. The company 
has instructed Mike Jenkins and David 
Broadbent of Begbies Traynor to act as 
liquidators, a creditors meeting was due 
to be held on 13 February to formally 
start the liquidation process. At the 
time of closure Smiths had a fleet of 20 
buses and coaches including a preserved 
Plaxton-bodied Leyland PSI/I DPY 335 
new to the company in March 1947.

Blackpool & Fleetwood ‘Box’ 40 
heading for the Great North 
Steam Fair at Beamish 


The National Tramway Museum 
has announced that its Blackpool & 
Fleetwood ‘Box’ 40 tramcar will be 
heading to Beamish Museum for its 
Great North Steam Fair in April and will 
then stay for an extended holiday until 
the end of August, before returning to 
the National Tramway Museum, in time 
for the Crich 60th Anniversary event in 
September. 

One of the oldest operational electric 
tramcars in the National Collection, 
Blackpool & Fleetwood ‘Box’ 40 was 
originally built for the Blackpool & 
Fleetwood Tramroad Co in 1914. At this 
time, it was not uncommon for operators 
to alternate between ‘open’ tramcars for 
the summer season and ‘closed’ saloon- 
type tramcars in the winter. Box 40 is 
an example of a ‘closed’ saloon tramcar 
which for many years performed this 
seasonal double act with ‘open’ toast 
rack style tramcars such as the Museum’s 
own Blackpool & Fleetwood ‘Rack’ 2. 

Box 40 had an active passenger service 
life in Blackpool through until 1936, 
when it was finally withdrawn due to the 
introduction of more modern tramcars 
and was converted to a works vehicle. The 
tramcar was eventually donated to the 
Tramway Museum Society and arrived at 
the Museum in Crich in October 1963. 

Curiously whilst being an early arrival 
at the National Tramway Museum, and 
one of the first electric tramcars to carry 
passengers at the Museum in 1964, the 
tramcar has only operated for a handful 



of years on the Museum’s mile-long 
tramway. The tramcar has spent a lot of its 
preserved life out on loan to both Heaton 
Park Tramway and Blackpool Transport 
Services. The tramcar made a brief return 
home to the National Collection in 2014, 
when it was included in a celebration not 
only for the tramcar’s 100th birthday, 
but also the special record of 50 years of 
electric tramcar operation at the Museum, 
with the Electric 50 event. 

Plans are in progress to move the 
tramcar to Beamish at the beginning 
of March, in order to provide time to 
re-commission the tramcar after its road 
journey and familiarise Beamish’s team 
of engineers and drivers with how the 
tramcar works.

Manchester’s Museum of Transport is 
celebrating the 50th anniversary of the 
Passenger Transport Executives at a 
special event in October and is appealing 
for preserved buses from all PTEs to 
attend. 

The initial batch of PTEs was created 
under the Transport Act 1968, with West 
Midlands, Tyneside, Merseyside and 
SELNEC (South East Lancashire, North 
East Cheshire) launching between 1 
September 1969 and 1 January 1970. Then 
with local government reorganisation in 


1974 West Yorkshire, South Yorkshire 
and Greater Glasgow were added to the 
ranks. Then more local reshuffling and 
bus deregulation killed them off as the 
Executives’ bus operations were sold and 
split up in the late 1980s and early 1990s. 

The Museum is unaware of any line-up 
that has had a bus from every PTE in it, 
so the aim is to bring together this unique 
sight for the first time ever. 

‘Our aim is two days of unique sights,’ 
said Museum spokesman Paul Williams. 
‘On Saturday 19 October we’re planning 


a cavalcade with one bus from each of 
the constituents that made up SELNEC 
Passenger Transport Executive; then on 
Sunday 20 October we want to gather 
together buses from all the PTE operators 
for a special celebration of their heyday.’

The Museum of Transport Greater 
Manchester is aiming to recreate the 
transport of the 1970s (but not the dress 
sense) using preserved beauties such as 
SELNEC 6809, an East Lancs-bodies 
Leyland Atlantean owned by the Bolton 
Bus Group; and the Museum’s own 
EX30, the very first Leyland National off 
the Lillyhall production line and (2) the 
PTEs all had strong corporate identities, 
perhaps forerunners of today’s big groups, 
but they were local and somehow they 
seemed to have more style. The Museum’s 
cameraman captured visiting 8151, a 1978 
Leyland Atlantean, and its own Leyland 
Olympian 3065, showing two versions of 
Manchester’s orange livery.

PHILIP LAMB is privileged to a preview of a Burton Guy Arab III returning to the road this season. 


Privately-owned horsetrams first ran in 
the brewing town of Burton in 1879, 
but the local authority was insistent 
that it controlled the provision of public 
transport in the town, so the year 1903 
saw the introduction of a fleet of 20 
electric trams. In addition the Midland 
Railway operated electric trams in the area 
running in part on the corporation’s lines. 

FIRST MOTORBUSES 

Burton-on-Trent Corporation bought 
its first motorbuses, single-deckers, in 
1924. These were Guys, the undertaking 
continuing to favour the make almost 
exclusively until 1961. Four further 
tramcars also joined the fleet in 1924, five 
years prior to the system closing in 1929. 

Meanwhile in 1934, the undertaking 
experimented with diesel-engined 
buses when demonstrators from AEC, 
Leyland, Crossley and Guy were tried. 


This resulted in orders for an AEC and a 
Leyland chassis, along with two Guy Arab 
chassis, all single-deck. The subsequent 
performance of the diesel engines showed 
a marked improvement in economy over 
the petrol-engined buses so, in 1935, 11 
petrol-engined Guys were withdrawn, and 
replaced by ten Guy Arabs with Brush 
saloon bodywork, which entered service 
the same year. The following year more 
petrol-engined vehicles were replaced and 
a further nine Arab saloons arrived. 

Burton received its first double-deck 
vehicles, two Arabs with Weymann utility 
bodywork. Eight more were delivered in 
1944 and with the double-deck vehicles 
proving to be more popular than the 
single-deckers, which were becoming 
heavily overcrowded, a single Daimler 
CWA6 with Duple bodywork was added 
to the fleet in 1945, along with three more 
Guy Arabs. 


REBUILDING PROGRAMME 

The utility buses had been built using 
poor quality timber and were soon 
deteriorating. Some were rebuilt by the 
corporation itself whilst others went to 
Merthyr Tydfil-based bodybuilder D. J. 
Davies, which had bodied a batch of Guy 
Arabs delivered in 1950. However, these 
bodies themselves were found to have 
deteriorated after just ten years service 
and three Nos 15/6/8) were rebodied, 
this time by Massey, Burton’s favoured 
bodybuilder between 1959 and 1968, in 
1960. 

In 1962, a switch to the Daimler CSG5, 
which in the name of standardisation 
used the same drivetrain as the numerous 
Arabs in the fleet, was made. Daimlers 

An exposed-radiator Guy with Massey 
bodywork was an unusual combination. 
This Burton Arab III is therefore a rare 
survivor.

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held sway until the municipality became 
East Staffs District Council in 1974, one 
notable exception being the purchase of 
four Leyland saloons from Bournemouth 
in 1971. The Daimler Fleetline continued 
in favour until a switch to the Dennis 
Dominator was made. 

BURTON 16 

A small number of buses delivered new 
to Burton remain in preservation today, 
amongst them Massey-bodied Guy Arab 
III No 16 (FA 9716) New in 1950, the 
Arab as previously noted originally carried 
a Davies body receiving its sturdy new 
Massey body in 1960. 

The vehicle was rescued from scrapping 
by a group of Burton-on-Trent area 
enthusiasts. It had no seats, the Group 
being fortunate enough to source a 
set of municipal-style curved-rail seats 
to fit out the downstairs, the upstairs 


receiving straight-rail BET-style seats. 

This unusually makes the seats different 
on each deck. The group carried out 
sufficient work to return the vehicle to the 
road in presentable condition avoiding a 
thorough ‘bottom-up’ restoration. The bus 
was completed around 2000 and rallied 
for several years until the engine failed. 

As a result, No 16 stood in a barn until 
Roger Burdett succeeded in making 
contact with the lead member of the 
Group. Roger subsequently purchased the 
bus. 

A SECOND REBUILD 

The engine had snapped a timing 
chain causing significant upper-end 
damage. Says Roger: ‘We had a Genset 
but unfortunately that also required 
rebuilding, so we sourced five new 
oversize Gardner EW pistons and bored 
the block to suit’.

Both rear brake drums were cracked 
through and had had steel liners shrink- 
fitted, a practice which is not allowed 
today. The steel liners had also corroded 
and broken away rendering the drums 
useless. Replacements came from Steve 
Lyne at Newark from a Guy vehicle he 
was breaking. No one else seems to have 
any and the only alternative would have 
been to make a batch. The rest of the 
braking system needed overhauling and 
reconditioning in its entirety. This meant 
fitting new brake pipes; overhauling the 
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master and slave cylinders, and the total 
renewal of fluids. 

The vehicle needed re-wiring 
throughout. The nearside front wing was 
found to be cracked and contain nearly 
20kg of filler, which was removed and 
the wing rebuilt. Window rubber was 
completely replaced as it was worn out. 
The dynamo and control box needed 
reconditioning and rebuilding. All the 
mechanical work was carried out by 
Andy Russon and his brother Dave at 
Uttoxeter. 

Prior to a total repaint, the vehicle was 
partially re-panelled where necessary. 
Preparation for painting was carried out 
at Reliance Bus Works, the paint being 
applied by Salts of Stoke-on-Trent, paint 
specifications being supplied by Burton 
Guru Gerald Anthony. 

A welcome addition frequently 
overlooked is the application of sign- 
written adverts suitable for the Burton 
area by Steve Evans of Aldridge. 

It is planned to carry out enhancements 
to the interior on a rolling basis through 
2019, your first opportunity to see this 
splendid vehicle will be at the Leicester 
Historic Transport Trust’s event at Quorn 
on Saturday 27 April.

Burton remembered 


This month we visit Burton-upon-Trent when Daimlers and Guys were the order of the day. 



Today, Burton 70 (HGC 130) is probably the best known utility bus. A Park Royal-bodied Guy Arab II 5LW, it is currently preserved 
in original condition at the London Bus Museum as London Transport G35I. New in 1945, it migrated along with five others to 
Burton in 1953. Following reconditioning by Roe, No 70 saw 14 years service prior to withdrawal in 1967. OMNICOLOUR 

First new purchases after World War 2 were Guy Arabs, but in 1962 a switch was made to Daimler, firstly CSG5s and then CCG5s 
all with Massey bodies. A total of 24 were delivered over the next six years, the type becoming the backbone of the fleet. Eighteen 
passed to the newly formed East Staffordshire District Council upon its formation on I April 1974. 1964-built No 88 (BFA 588B) 
was not amongst them. 
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The Daimlers were delivered in threes and fours in one or two 
batches each year. No 96 (GFA 96D) was new in 1966. 


Numerically the last of the Massey-bodied Daimlers was No 102 
(JFA 602F). 
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MARKET PEACE 


With the trend nationally towards high-capacity single-deckers, Burton next took delivery of three Willowbrook-bodied Daimler 
Fleetlines SRG6LXs, but in 1970 three Northern Counties Daimler Fleetline CRG6LXs heralded a swift return to the double- 
decker. Seen here is No 108 (RFA 408J). 



Following the acquisition of four secondhand single-deckers 
from Bournemouth, a break with tradition was, in 1973, 
made with the delivery of no fewer than 12 Daimler Fleetline 
CRG6LXs with Willowbrook ‘Nottingham-style’ bodywork’, 
including No 20 (NFA 20M), allowing the withdrawal of the 
remaining Guy Arab IVs. 



1980-built No 32 (LBF 232V) was one of 12 East Lancs¬ 
bodied Dennis Dominators taken into stock between 1978 
and 1981. Three Leyland Atlanteans were also received, but 
the Dominator clearly won the day. No 32 was later sold to 
Thamesdown as a result of the merger of East Staffs with 
Stevenson’s Bus Service in 1981.

FLASHBACK 1981 

So, March 1981 was a long time ago, 
but a significant occasion for celebrated 
Fincolnshire operator, W. H. Fowler. In 
that year, two new coaches were delivered, 
with consecutive registrations —JDO 
241W and JDO 242W — purchased with 
the help of a facility that will still evoke 
nostalgic memories for many operators, 
the Bus Grant. 

In an effort to update fleets and 
support the bus and coach industry, the 
Government paid half the cost of a new 
vehicle, providing it was to a certain 
specification, including two-piece express 
door, front destination box, ticket 
equipment and reversing lights. 

Their Plaxton Supreme IV bodywork

Fowlers for 3 V 2 years before being sold. 

‘It was non-standard in the fleet and a bit 
of an oddball. We only got it because we 
couldn’t get another Bedford and as far as 
we were concerned the Ford didn’t really 
do the job,’ Andrew remembers. The 
Bedford would remain with Fowler’s for 
an incredible 35 years, being 

available for use most 
of them.

FOWLERS HISTORY 

Founded in 1947, the family owned firm 
had, as well as a fascinating variety of 
other vehicles, operated just about every 
type of Bedford, from OBs through to 
SBs, VAMs and YLQs. 

William Fowler had begun his business 
with a single vehicle, a 1947 Leyland KP3, 
with Willowbrook bodywork, which was 
new to Skills of Nottingham but bought 
from Nightingale (Reliance) of Spalding. 
This was followed by an unusual purchase 
a new Mann Egerton-bodied Austin CXB, 
bought in 1949, and the first Bedford OB/ 
Duple Vista-bodied ENT 102, new in 
1948, came in March 1950 from Griffiths 
of West Bromwich. 

The company rapidly expanded in the 
1950s, taking on service work, but then 
came a major development in 1963 when 
the business of Towler, based at Emneth, 
was acquired along with six vehicles. This 
firm is still with us today in resurrected 
form and independently owned by the 


of five prime ministers and the rise of 
mobile phones and the worldwide web. 

It was the first vehicle Andrew Fowler 
drove after passing his test. Tt was 1985 
and I remember taking some ladies from 
Thorney, Eye and Newborough to work 
at the Geest banana factory in 
Spalding.’ 

Ray Holland became JDO’s 
regular driver and was clearly 
very fond of his charge, often 
taking in on Yorkshire tours as 
well as local work. He retired 
from Fowlers in the mid-1990s 
but still occasionally returned to 
drive his old coach. 

JDO had been treated to some 
panelwork, a repaint in a more modern 
livery and some attention to the interior 
when it was around ten years old. Rubber 
moulding was removed. 

Always kept undercover when not in use 
the years were kind to the Bedford, which 
seemed to be determined to stay in the 
fleet. Tt did get part exchanged for a new 
Volvo coach at Yeates once, but for some 
reason it never went,’ Andrew reveals. 

As the first decade of the Millennium 
progressed the Bedford was still giving 
good service despite its now senior status. 
‘People ask why we never sold it — 35 
years is a long time to keep a coach and 
may be some sort of record,’ Andrew 
wonders. 

‘To be honest it just kept being a 
Bedford — always ready and reliable. 


way. Also ‘acquired’ 
with the original 
Towler business was an 
extremely popular driver, 
Ray Holland. 


VARIED WORKLOAD 

Back to JDO 241W. The Bedford settled 
down regularly to a varied workload. 
Andrew’s father, John, took the coach to 
Switzerland, ferried a party to Wembley 
when a couple of weeks old and, as was 
required for ‘grant’ coaches, it was also 
employed on service work on routes from 
Wisbech and Gedney Hill to Spalding. 

JDO joined a fleet that would have 
included Marshall-bodied Leyland 
Leopards, three new to Bolton Leyland 
PD3A/2s (UBN 913-5) with Metro- 
Cammell bodywork and numerous 
Bedfords, some bought new. 

It would witness the arrival and demise 
of Leyland Atlanteans, Tigers and Titans, 
plus Scania service buses during the reign 
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Bedford sometimes gets a bad press but 
we’ve always had a good service from 
them. In fact I wish they would still make 
simple coaches like this nowadays. You 
could take JDO anywhere.’ 

He adds: ‘We always did everything 
that needed doing to keep the Bedford in 
Al condition but to many drivers it was 
just an old Bedford and they didn’t like 
taking it out,’ says Andrew. ‘I often drove 
it myself though.’ 

He also recalls: ‘On one occasion the 
mother of a school passenger complained 
that her daughter was travelling in a coach 
older than she was. The actual condition 
of the vehicle didn’t seem to matter as far 
as she was concerned!’ 

BEDFORD SOLD 

In 2015 the seemingly unthinkable 
happened. Andrew accepted an offer 
from Norfolk Coachways for the Bedford. 
‘They really wanted it, and as we had so 
many vehicles here I decided to let it go. 

The next year it was taken back in part 
exchange for another vehicle, and resold 
to Dan Trent of Dan’s Travel, Bury St 
Edmunds; and then Robert Lamsdale 
from Worcestershire. 

The Bedford is now owned by Tim 
Tyrrell from Bournemouth.’ I’ve always 
been a fan of Plaxton bodywork and 
spotted the coach for sale on Facebook,’ 
he explains. 

Andrew says: ‘I was very pleased to hear 
that JDO found a good home, as it could 
so easily have ended up as a mobile home 
or something, which would be a shame’. 

Since purchase, Tim has had a 
replacement original-spec engine and 
gearbox fitted, the coach by now having 
travelled 850,000 miles. Dan Shears 
carried out this work. The kingpins 
have also been replaced. However, the 


bodywork remains in good condition and 
the coach remains extremely presentable. 

SAD NEWS AND A VERY KIND 
GESTURE 

Sadly Ray Holland, the Bedford’s former 
regular driver died in January and his 
funeral was scheduled for Friday 8 
February at Gedney Hill, Fines. 

Says Andrew: ‘Everyone here was sad 
to hear of Ray’s passing. Ray was someone 
you could just leave to get on with any job, 
whether it was touring abroad or local bus 
services. He was very popular, everyone 
knew him and he was always cheerful, 

You don’t get them like Ray anymore.’ 

Ray’s family asked if it might be 
possible for Andrew to 
provide a coach to take 
people to his funeral. ‘I 
was happy to do that 
obviously, but then they 
asked if it could be JDO 
241W. I had to explain 
that it was no longer 
here.’ 

Andrew is in regular 
touch with present owner 
of the coach, Tim. ‘I told 
him about the request 
and we both agreed that 
reluctantly it wouldn’t 
be feasible to bring the 
coach all the way from Bournemouth, 
whether we went down to get it or he 
brought it up here.’ 

The Tuesday before the funeral, 
Andrew received another phone call from 
Tim. ‘He asked if I’d be around for a 
phone chat in an hour or so. I said I wasn’t 
doing schools so that would be fine. 

‘The next thing the old Bedford 
rolled back into the yard with Tim at the 
wheel. He’d driven it the 200 miles from

Bournemouth. What a lovely thing to 
do,’ said Andrew,’ It restores my faith in 
human nature.’ 

Andrew drove the coach to the funeral 
himself. ‘Both the Holland and Fowler 
families can’t thank 
Tim enough. Ray’s 
family were so pleased 
to be reunited with 
the Bedford, which 
brought back so many 
memories of going on 
trips as well as it being 
his favourite coach.’ 
Said Tim, simply: 

‘Well, it had to be 
done!’ 

Further acquisitions 
(more on these 
another time) have 
led to Tim deciding to 
offer the Bedford for sale in B&CP. He’s 
looking for £5,000. So might this mean 
that a certain vehicle maybe returning 
to its seemingly rightful Fincolnshire 
roost? ‘I am not saying anything,’ says 
Andrew! Anyone seriously interested

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In the fleet at present is 1993 
Leyland Olympian L276 YEY, 
one of 638 Leyland and Volvo 
versions of this model delivered 
to Dublin Bus from 1990/2000. 
It was originally RH163 in the 
Dublin fleet and had the Irish 
registration 93-D-10163. 

‘It’s an excellent, reliable 
vehicle, says Andrew. You 
just press the start button and 
off it goes. Not a bad thing 
when there are Volvo B7s with 
complex electrics in the fleet. 

The Leyland, which has 
Alexander dual-door bodywork 
and a Cummins engine, spent 
its last two years with Dublin 
Bus as a driver trainer before 
passing via Ensign to P&O 
Lloyd of Bagillt in 2008. 

‘The Leyland is not 
preserved as such but we 
watch what we do with it/ says 
Andrew. 

Dublin Bus Volvo Olympian 
99-D - 5 82, fleet number 
RV582, which is in the fleet as 
V320 NAL. Dating from 1999, 
the bus came via Sharpe’s of 
Nottingham. 

The other Olympians are 
two former East Yorkshire 
Northern Counties-bodied 
examples S624/33 MKH, 
from a 1998 batch of vehicles 
registered S622-36 MKH. 

‘The Olympians are much 
more reliable than the Volvo 
B7s and even more so than the 
Dennis Trident/ says Andrew 
‘We’ll keep them going for as 
long as possible.’

JASPER PETTIE continues the restoration story of former W Alexander 
& Sons P705 (WG 3260), a 1935 Leyland LT5A with 1946 Alexander 
bodywork, the first part of which appeared in May 2017. 



Restoration work recommenced on my 
former Alexander Leyland Lion LT5A 
P705 (WG3260) in 2016 after an interval 
of several years. One of the first jobs to 
be tackled was the removal of its front 
springs which were broken and badly 
corroded; a new set was manufactured 
using one of the old springs as a pattern. 

WIRING & MORE 

My attention turned to replacing the 
electrical wiring; this seemed a logical step 
with the bus still in largely skeletal form 
giving relatively easy access to parts of the 
body which would eventually be covered 
or panelled over. A five-core armoured 
cable was run along the chassis from 
beneath the cab to the rear - the five-core 
enabling flasher units to be incorporated 
along with tail and brake lights. While, 
strictly speaking, flashers are not 
mandatory on a bus of this age, I feel 
nevertheless some provision needs to be 


made for safety’s sake as it will eventually 
be used on public roads. Suitably ‘period’ 
fittings were used to house the flashing 
lights. 

Cab wiring on half-cab Alexander 
bodies of this period tended to be 
encased in steel tube and P705 was no 
exception. The existing wiring, being 
fabric and rubber sheathed, needed to 
be completely replaced and this proved 
a relatively straightforward exercise: one 
end of the new wire attached to the tail 
end of the old was pulled smartly through 
and, as modern cabling is much less thick, 
provision could also be made for 
the additional connections for 
the front flasher units. 

Alexanders also replaced 
the standard dash panels 
on their pre-war Leylands 
with ones of its own design, 
made from plywood and 
incorporating fuses for the 


various circuits. The old one had rotted 
away, so I set to making a new one with 
period Bakelite fuses and household-style 
switches from my stock of such items 
acquired over the years. I was most ably 
assisted in all this by Scottish Vintage 
Bus Museum (SVBM) Chairman, David 
Heathcote, who is an undoubted expert 
in electrical matters, and made sure all 
connections were made correctly! 

My previous article mentioned I had 
managed to acquire as replacements most 
mechanical items which were missing 
from the bus except for a brake master 
cylinder. This is of the ‘tank’ variety 
common to the Tiger TS7, Titan TD4 
and Lion LT5A but not fitted to any 
other models so far as I am aware. I had 
a reconditioned barrel and some, but not 
all, internal parts. 

An Australian friend kindly sent me 
a detailed description of the rebuild of 
one fitted to his former Department of 
Road Transport and Tramways, Sydney, 
TD4 which was most helpful. But during 
2016 the opportunity arose to acquire the 
remains of a Crosville TS7 which yielded 
the missing parts and some hydraulic 
pipework which was also missing from 
P705. 

Some years before this, and in 
preparation of the eventual restoration of 
P705 going ahead, I stockpiled a set of 
seats culled from various sources, similar 
to the originals which of course had long 
since been scrapped. Winter was fast 
approaching, and thus in the confines 
(and comfort) of a small workshop with 
adequate heating, the backs were removed 
and the frames stripped, sanded and 
repainted. 

This task saw me through the worst 
of the winter weather, and the finished 
frames were set aside for installation in 
due course. It seemed logical to also deal 
with the cab seat at this stage but when 
the bus became a caravan the batteries 
were moved to the cab floor and a crude 
bench seat placed on top for the driver to 
perch on.

A cab seat more or less conforming 
to the original was obtained, located 
and secured to the bulkhead, only to be 
removed again to provide easy access to 
the cab while restoration proceeded. The 
old paint had already been stripped off and 
the opportunity was taken to repaint the 
cab interior in unrelieved maroon - rather 
drab, but as per original. New battery 
boxes were fabricated and located under 
the front offside seats, again as per original. 

Meanwhile the brake master cylinder 
had been built up using the parts now 
to hand and, before fitting it to the 
chassis, it was decided to fit the bands 
which connect the back brake rods to the 
operating lever at the master cylinder end. 
The bands themselves had long since been 
removed and used on another bus, but I 
luckily had a set of the correct fork ends, 
so new spring steel had to be obtained, cut 
to the correct length then drilled to take 
the fork ends. 

The first two operations were relatively 
straightforward but, as anyone who has 
tried to drill through spring steel knows, 
the last much more of a challenge. Our 
railway division came to the rescue with 


an ultra-low speed rotary pillar drill, an 
enormous contraption, which, with copious 
quantities of hardened steel drills and 
lubricating oil, succeeded in getting the job 
done, and the bands were duly fitted. 

INTERIOR MOVES 

At this point Andrew Crockett, 
Lathalmond’s engineer-par-excellence, 
came back into the picture. It was decided 
to repanel the roof interior first, with 
cut-outs for the lights and wood fillets 
to secure the light fittings. Then, in no 
time, Andrew had repanelled the nearside 
below the windows, fitted vertical and 
longitudinal mouldings and a neat fairing 
around the fuel filler. 

It was decided to make the interior 
luggage racks next, along with brackets 
that are fixed to the ceiling for anchoring 
the supports. I had six original luggage 


rack supports culled from other Alexander 
bodies of the period, these being plated 
brass castings, but not enough for the 
whole job, so Andrew fabricated look-alike 
alloy ones which, when fitted, are almost 
indistinguishable from the originals. 

Once the racks had been test-fitted 
in place they were removed and carried 
down to the paintshop to be painted. The 
opportunity was also taken to paint the 
cove panels behind where they would be 
fixed, in the same maroon as in the cab, 
all expertly executed by our paintshop 
supremo, Peter Mitchell. 

The rear wheelarches were still intact 
but the outer edges had long since gone 
and a search of the stores for replacements 
proved fruitless (plenty of fronts but no 
rears). Once again Andrew worked his 
magic; using large pieces of card he drew a 
wheelarch profile template using the other

Alexander-bodied LT5A at Lathalmond, 
P721, and proceeded to fabricate two 
wheelarches from scratch. 

All this time P705 had stood engineless; 
its original had long since been removed 
and fitted to P721 when the latter’s 
engine was proving troublesome. I had 
not, however, been idle in this respect; 
owning several pre-war Leylands fitted 


with standard 8.6 litre oilers, I had over the 
years amassed a collection of these units in 
various conditions as the opportunity arose. 

The best of these turned out to be two 
I purchased from McLennan’s when its 
Spittalfield premises were being cleared 
out after the mid-1980s Stagecoach 
takeover. Sold at a scrap price, they turned 
out to have been completely overhauled by 


McLennan’s mechanics and unused since; 
one was a later E166 model unsuitable for 
my Lion but I’m happy to say now graces 
former Alexander TD7 R266, thereby 
solving another troublesome problem. 

The second of the two, an earlier model 
E102 similar to the engine extracted 
before, would be just the ticket but had 
already donated its cylinder head to yet 
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another deserving project. Its crankcase, 
bearings and cylinder bores were in 
excellent condition and we set about 
selecting a good cylinder head from the 
rest of the stock. 

This was duly overhauled by Rab 
Paterson, a retired engineer who 
served his apprenticeship with Scottish 
Omnibuses (SMT) and whose knowledge 
of engines of this period borders on the 
encyclopaedic. Rab fitted this and built 
up a clutch assembly to fit the existing 
gearbox still in the bus. 

The opportunity was also taken to send 
off the fuel pump and a set of injectors 
for specialist overhaul. The only clutch 
disc that fitted the driveshaft on P705 
was badly worn and this was also passed 
to a local firm for refurbishment. The 
crossmember tube supporting the engine 
at the front had long since disappeared and 
Andrew fabricated a new one from scratch. 

BODYWORK CHALLENGES 

Panelling the offside of the bus was next 
to be completed and a wooden frame was 
made for the driver’s step recess to the 
cab. Meanwhile our painter Peter finished 
painting the luggage racks and turned his 
attention to the ceiling, which is finished 
in plain white, and the cove panels, in 
maroon. Andrew was then able to install 
the luggage racks and turn his attention to 
panelling the roof’s outer skin. 

Proceeding from the rear, he had 
reached the final bay at the front when 
he was confronted with a problem. The 
original jack-knife doors were removed 
when the bus was converted to a caravan 
and replaced by a single outward-opening 
door; unfortunately the original frame, 
top track and part of the step had also 
been removed. 

As the fixings for the track would need 
to be installed before the roof panel over 
the entrance could be fitted, Andrew 
decided at this point that it would be as 
well to go the whole hog and fabricate 
new entrance doors, framing and step. 

An extremely lucky find earlier in the year 
was the remains of former Alexander A63 
(AWG 650), an AEC Regal fitted with an 
Alexander body one year newer than that 
on P705. This had been stripped of all 
useful parts including the entrance doors 
which, although badly rotten, yielded 
window pans and other bits and pieces 
and, moreover, were to the exact same 
dimensions as required for P705. 



assisted in this task by time-served joiner 
Brian Johnstone. 

They also created window cappings, 
formed from mahogany battens, and 
the painstaking job of sanding, staining 
and varnishing these fell to me. Then it 
was the turn of Peter M, who set about 
completing the interior painting, before 
I was then able to fit the stained and 
varnished window cappings. 

Meanwhile, with all the engine and 
clutch parts now to hand, these were duly 
fitted by Rab and the engine installed in 
the bus. This was a fairly straightforward 
exercise, but problems were just around 
the corner. 

With oil and fuel added, the engine 
duly burst into life after a little coaxing 
but revealed some timing adjustment was 
necessary. It was then discovered, quite 
by chance while this was being carried 
out, the oil pump was not functioning - 
fortunately at a stage before any serious 
damage could be done. 

I had a spare overhauled pump which 
was quickly located and fitted by Rab. 
With everything reassembled, the engine 
was turned over by hand and the oil was 
soon circulating. This time the engine 
was started and almost immediately 
settled down to an even tick over - with 
no thumps or bangs evident. With the 
radiator refitted and the bonnet top and 
side in place the bus was starting to look 
almost complete... 


Thus in no time at all a new set of 
door frames had been fabricated in 
seasoned ash to the correct pattern, clad 
in aluminium and fitted to the bus. While 
Andrew finished dressing and tidying-up 
the pillars round the entrance, I installed 
glazing inside at the entrance and behind 
the driver’s cab; this latter incorporating a 
sliding communicating window. 

Andrew next turned his attention to the 
emergency door. The original remained 
extant, but its wooden frame was badly 
rotted, and he decided to fabricate a 
new frame using the serviceable bits 
and pieces from the old one. Luckily I 
had new coach-style hinges, which take 
account of the door's curvature, and a 
fully-functioning door lever mechanism 
to hand. The driver’s cab door was 
completely missing, and Andrew made 
a frame from scratch using angle steel; I 
had a door handle, door catch, new striker 
plate and new hinges. The window unit 
from A63’s cab door was slightly too deep 
but with a bit of modification fitted nicely. 
Progress at this point was impressive. 


BACK INSIDE 

Having by and large completed the 
external restoration of the bus, Andrew 
once again turned his attention to the 
interior. Parts of the floor had rotted, 
but not extensively, and he was able to 
piece new wood in, including replacing 
the wood insert in the rear body 
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The Voith Influence 


Most Ley land Atlanteans of South 
Yorkshire's Transport differed from 
those of other operators as they were 
fitted with Voith automatic gearboxes. 
SIMON GILL explains why and 
examines 1790 (JKW 290W) recently 
restored to SYT livery. 

South Yorkshire’s Transport (SYT) Leyland 
Atlantean AN68B/1R, 1790 (JKW290W), 
is not new to these pages having featured 
in Preserved Bus February 2001 and B&CP 
March 2001. Since then it has undergone 
further extensive restoration and, following 
three changes of ownership and a change 
of livery, it is now the only bus so far 
restored in SYT colours. It also sounds 
quite different to normal Atlanteans, being 
fitted from new with a Voith gearbox. 

GLASGOW VOITH TRIALS 

German-based Voith introduced its first 
Differential-Wandler (DIWA) torque- 
converter fully-automatic bus transmission 
in 1951. The driver had a simple electronic 
controller to select neutral, low, high and 
reverse positions and it had been fitted 


in over 10,000 buses on the continent by 
1964. Premises were opened at the former 
North British Locomotive Company 
works at Polmadie, Glasgow, in 1962 to 
target the UK market. 

Leyland displayed a Panther 
PSUR1/1R single-deck chassis fitted 
with Voith Diwabus 200S fully-automatic 
transmission at the 1964 Commercial 
Motor Show; it was later fitted with the 
first Alexander W body and became 
Glasgow LS31 (CYS 139B). With the 
Voith unit proving very reliable and fuel 
consumption averaging 9.0 mpg, two 
further Panthers with similar transmission 
followed in 1966/67 as LS32 (GYS 878D) 
and LS33 (NUS 834F) respectively. 

The first Leyland double-deck bus 
to be fitted with a Voith automatic 
gearbox was Western SMT D1682 (RCS 
380), a Leyland Titan PD3A/3 with 
Alexander lowbridge body new in 1961. 

Its synchromesh gearbox was replaced 
with Voith Diwabus 200S transmission 
at the end of 1964 and the bus loaned to 
Leyland which demonstrated it to several 
operators, including Brighton and Cardiff 


in January 1965, before being converted 
back to standard later that year. 

A LONGER TRIAL 

A longer trial began in November 1966 
when Glasgow took delivery of LA322 
(GYS 898D), a Leyland Atlantean PDR1/1 
with Alexander 78-seat body. It initially 
made a good impression, was popular with 
drivers and averaged 8.2 mpg. The Voith 
unit later proved troublesome and LA322 
was parked up in June 1971, remaining 
out of use until August 1974 when it 
re-entered service with Greater Glasgow 
PTE fitted with a conventional semi¬ 
automatic gearbox. 

In 1967 Leyland launched a fully- 
automatic version of its Pneumocyclic 
transmission developed with Self 
Changing Gears (SCG) of Coventry. 
Compared to the Voith unit it was 
cheaper, lighter and did not require any 
structural changes to the chassis. It also 
did not use a torque converter with the 
attendant problems of overheating and 
strain on the engine cooling system so 
became Leyland’s standard offering. 
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SYPTE INFLUENCE 

A statement in South Yorkshire PTE’s 
development plan sought to put it at the 
forefront of vehicle development. It had 
launched and patented the ‘Kneeling 
National’ in 1976, which allowed a 
Leyland National’s front suspension to 
be lowered, followed by an Atlantean 
with a split-level front entrance step; both 
designed to improve safety and allow 
easier passenger access. 

The PTE’s engineers were keen to reduce 
costs and resolve issues with transmission, 
gearbox and brakes which required relining 
and overhaul every 10 weeks. At that time 
much of the fleet had SCG semi-automatic 
or Leyland Pneumocyclic transmission and 
even the new G2 automatic gearbox fitted 
to a recently delivered batch of Atlanteans 
was proving unreliable and even lethal in 
icy conditions. 

They became aware of the reputation 
for reliability of the Voith D851 gearbox 
and built-in retarder, which was being 
used extensively abroad and reportedly 
reduced brake wear by 50%, so 
investigated how this could be fitted into 
British chassis as it was not possible to 
retrofit this gearbox into existing buses.

PACESETTER 

In late-1976 the PTE took delivery of two 
Leyland Atlantean AN68A/1R with East 
Lancs 75-seat bodies, Nos 322/3 (NAK 
322/3R), which were a cancelled order 
diverted from Fishwick of Leyland. Prior to 
being bodied, the chassis of 323 was taken 
into the PTE’s central works in October 


1976 and modified to accommodate 
the Voith D851 automatic transmission 
incorporating a differential torque 
converter and integral hydraulic retarder. 

The engineers also had to reposition 
the radiator, enhance the cooling system, 
revise the engine power output and 
make other improvements. Despite

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the PTE’s willingness to work with all 
manufacturers, Leyland not only refused 
to help but withdrew its warranty on the 
chassis. 

No 323 entered service on 26 March 
1977 at Herries Road garage in Sheffield. 
It was an immediate success where, on 
the City’s hilly terrain, the retarder saw 
brake and brake drum life increase ten¬ 
fold, not to mention a 400% improvement 
in gearbox life. The reduction in costs 
and improvement in reliability was clear 
to see. Interestingly, and harking back to 
1965, 323 was demonstrated to Brighton 
Corporation in September 1979. 

With the trial a winner, 323 was lent to 
Leyland Bus for evaluation, which soon 
offered the Voith gearbox as an option in 


the AN68 without any acknowledgement 
of the PTE’s contribution. It is no wonder 
the PTE switched allegiance to Dennis 
and MCW for future double-deck orders; 
maintaining its dual-sourcing policy. 

JKW 290W 

SYPTE ordered 60 Leyland Atlantean 
AN68B/1R fitted with Voith gearboxes 
and Willowbrook bodies, to be 
numbered 1777-1836, for delivery in 
1980. Willowbrook was unable to fulfil 
the order, so it was transferred and split 
equally between Alexander (1777-1806) 
and Marshall (1807-1836). 

No 1790 (JKW 290W), fitted with an 
Alexander AL 74-seat dual-door body, was 
delivered on 13 February 1981 and, along 


with 1789, was the first of the batch to enter 
service five days later at Herries garage. The 
front end, including the lower panel, was, 
apart from the Alexander peaked dome, 
to the standard SYPTE design including a 
split-level front entrance step. 

Shortly after entering service, 1790 was 
fitted with an experimental ‘Spafax’ rear 
view mirror. Wayfarer ticket equipment 
for one-person operation was installed in 
February 1986, which remained in place 
when it was transferred to Halfway garage 
on deregulation day, 26 October 1986, to 
meet revised schedules at that depot. 

When South Yorkshire’s Transport was 
launched on 4 November 1985, a new 
standard livery of cameo cream with red 
below the lower saloon windows, chestnut

No 1790 was one of 63 buses placed in 
store at Bootham Lane, Dunscroft, the 
following October although remained 
licensed, being used briefly in Rotherham 
to cover for buses being repainted in 
Mainline livery. It returned to Dunscroft 
by mid-November before being withdrawn 
and stored at Doncaster in January 1991, 
when it was sold to Rossendale which 
converted it to single-door layout before 
entering service as 190 in April 1991. 

EARLY PRESERVATION 

The Atlantean was withdrawn by 
Rossendale in November 1998 and passed 
to dealer Geoff Ripley of Barnsley from 
which it was acquired for preservation by 
James Munro and Ray Ward in January 
1999. 

As explained in our earlier issues, James 
and Ray did a lot of restoration at the 
Transport Museum Wythall including 
the early reinstatement of its centre doors 
from similar bus, 1784 (JKW 284W). It 
was repainted in ‘as delivered’ SYPTE 
livery in July 2000 and looked pristine

when we last saw it. It then gained a Class 
6 MOT in August 2002 and was used 
regularly on services at Wythall, also 
attending the popular rally at Meadowhall, 
in its home city, on several occasions. 

CHANGE OF OWNERSHIP 

James and Ray sold 1790 to Gareth 
Griffiths of Chesterfield in June 2005 
who carried out substantial work on the 
engine and chassis which now look like 
new. He also began removing the lower 
saloon panels so further restoration could 
be undertaken before selling it, via Mick 
Saunders of Barnsley, to Iain Bostock- 
Frith in March 2017. 

In just 15 months, Iain, assisted at 
times by volunteers from the South 
Yorkshire Transport Trust in Rotherham, 
has transformed the bus into its 1990 
SYT condition, which is the period he 
remembers best, complete with Herries 
garage code. 

FURTHER RESTORATION 

The engine has received new injectors and 
starter motor, and the fuel coupling, which 
was slipping, has been repaired. The 
power steering was not working so a new 
unit has been fitted. 

When acquired by Iain, the lower 
saloon had been dismantled quite heavily 
including removal of the centre doors. 

This was to allow access so the stress 
panels and pillars could be lengthened, 
and a new rising panel fitted to increase 


strength in that area of the body. A time- 
consuming job but well worth the effort. 

With the panels removed the 
opportunity was taken to repair the front 
and rear wheel arches. External panels 
were refitted once all the structural work 
had been finished. 

The excellent paint finish was achieved 
by Darren Sentence, with original adverts 
applied by Neil Hudson. Decals were 
sourced to provide the finishing touch. 

ON THE ROAD 

A trip into Sheffield city centre showed 
1790 to be a lively performer; confirming 
how popular these Atlanteans were with 
drivers. The Voith gearbox provides 
smooth, effortless gear changes and there 
is no mistaking when the retarder kicks in, 
giving very efficient braking. The hand- 
operated retarder control to the left of the 
steering wheel is a distinctive and useful 
feature, especially when descending hills 
and approaching the numerous traffic 
lights we experience in cities these days. 

1790 is now part of the South Yorkshire 
Transport Trust’s collection at Rotherham 
where it has proved a popular addition.

Between 1967 and 1970 your 
Editor attended Doncaster College 
of Education. The college itself 
was situated some 13 miles from 
the town at High Melton and was 
served by two Yorkshire Traction 
routes. With around 500 students 
accommodated in the town, 
additional transport was required, 
the corporation being contracted 
to provide this. Twice a day a small 
fleet of double-deckers ferried 
students often at some speed along 
a winding country road. Speed it 
seems sometimes increased when 
the buses were running empty, as 
one cold and possibly icy morning a 
thankfully empty AEC Regent V left 
the road and landed on its side in a 
field. It remained there for a day or 
so awaiting recovery for all, including 
your Editor to see!

Most of us will spend a not inconsiderable 
length of time in the cab driving to 
running days, rallies, events and for our 
own pleasure, unless you cannot drive 
your preserved bus or coach. Your cab 
should be comfortable, clean and cosy in 
an ideal world, especially for those long 
drives. With any restoration, I always try 
to encourage a cab refresh or complete 
cab restoration as the smallest changes 
can make a huge difference to the driving 
experience. 

THE EVOLUTION OF CABS 

If we go back to the early days of horse- 
drawn buses, the driver did not have much 
of a cab, basically sitting forward of the 
passengers with a cover as protection from 
the elements. Move forward a few years 
to the introduction of the motor bus, the 
driver then had a cab of some sorts, still 
open to the elements but having controls 
to operate instead of reins. 

Then came the introduction of beloved 
half-cab buses and coaches, where you 
could climb into the cab and swing 
yourself around into the seat. Cosy and 
separate from the passengers, drivers 
were left to get on with the driving. Fast 
forward to the present day, the driver 
remains enclosed in a cab, but now must 
interact with passengers as they board and 
alight the bus. Coaches tended to be more 
sociable by enabling passengers to sit next 
to the driver in some layouts. 

Throughout the years, driver’s cabs 
have become more accessible and easier 
to operate, up to the introduction of 
the front-entrance double-decker where 
the cab was accessed via the passenger 
entrance. Nowadays we face the growing 
concern, so it seems, of some not being 
able to jump in and out of the older half 
cabs as easy as they used to, which is a real 
shame. 

The day that happens to me I will be 
determined to get up to the cab with 
a ladder! There is a video on YouTube 
of Alderman John Rafferty, who was 
the Chairman of the Leeds Transport 
Commission, climbing into the cab of a 
Monocontrol Regent V with only one leg, 
which was quite admirable. 

Many operators during the late-1960s 
converted the bulkhead areas of half-cab 
buses to mount ticket machines to enable 
the driver to operate the vehicle on their 
own. Can you imagine the task of driving 
and keeping an eye on passengers behind 
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you when the exit door is also behind 
you? It must have been confusing for 
passengers and quite frustrating for the 
driver. 

There must have been plenty of 
passengers boarding then sitting waiting 
for a conductor. There were displays 
stating the bus was one-man operated, 
but I doubt passengers gave that a second 
glance. And it must have become a lonely 
job very quickly for drivers, who were used 
to being part of a team, to now become 
a team of one - of course this is now the 
norm. 

I have done a bit of bus driving in 
the past, one-man operated and with 
a conductor. I recall sitting in the cabs 
of Ex-West Yorkshire PTE Daimler 
Fleetlines with good vision and everything 
to hand. My only criticism was you 
seemed to be sat on the floor looking up 
at your passengers. I have also driven 
Routemasters in service; they were 
great fun with a comfortable cab and a 
handbrake lever on the left so you weren’t 
straddling it when you climbed in. 


HOW TO GET YOUR CAB 
PRISTINE 

Start by considering what your budget 
allows; can you afford to completely 
restore your entire cab? By this I mean 
potentially rewire, strip and repaint, 
powder coat the seat frame, reupholstered 
seat cushion and back, repainted and/or 
chromed handbrake, refurbished steering 
wheel, wipers, window glass... You 
may think I am going overboard but all 
preserved buses and coaches are different, 
and many will need certain parts reviving. 

So where to start? Restoring a cab 
yourself can be quite daunting. It will 
take more time than you might at first 
think when done properly and will involve 
squeezing into small areas. Really making 
this sound fun, aren’t I? But it will be well 
worth it in the end; believe me there is 
nothing better than a sparkling new cab. 

I cannot imagine how drivers must 
have felt being the first one into a new 
bus cab back in the day, straight off 
the production line. No sweaty seats, 
discarded crisp packets, cigarette ash

on the switches, banana skins under the 
pedals and goodness knows what else left 
behind by others... 

A FEW SMALL TWEAKS 

If you lack the time or money to make any 
major revamps to your cab, have a think 
about the experience and what could be 
better when you are next driving your 
bus or coach. It all comes down to your

individual comfort, driving experience and 
the condition of the bus or coach itself. 

It could be that you are getting back 
pain because of a bony seat and seat back, 
your sliding cab door is a struggle to open, 
you cannot see out properly because there 
are scratches on the windscreen from 
the wiper blades, the indicator lights or 
sounds are nowhere to be found or your 
speedo has a mind of its own? Write a list 
of jobs to do based on what you feel is the 


most important to you and the vehicle and 
start there. 

I would love to offer a ‘how to’ for 
each task but will cover a few of the most 
common jobs that make a big difference 
to our restoration projects. 

r NEW SEAT CUSHION AND SEAT 
BACK There is nothing worse than driving 
to a rally on an uncomfortable seat that is 
worn out with no padding. It is well worth 
having your cab seat re-trimmed for a 
comfortable ride. There are numerous 
companies that re-trim seats in the transport 
industry and you can also try local classic 
car trimmers that have a good reputation. 
Research the seat colour and fabric it would 
have been trimmed as new or as it may have 
been re-trimmed in subsequent ownership. 

CLEAN AND REPAINT A simple and 
non-costly job, requiring some time and 
elbow grease. Strip out equipment that will 
obstruct paint stripping such as seat, steering 
wheel and large equipment screwed onto 
panels. I do not recommend painting over 
bad paint; it can end up looking rough and 
messy. Make sure to mask (using masking 
tape) anything needing protection such as 
switches, window rubbers and destination 
handles, etc. A nice new lick of paint will 
transform your cab. 


NEW WIPER BLADES Searching for the 
correct size and style wiper blades may not 
always be simple; try places such as eBay. 
Try using RainX too; this is a fluid that can 
be bought from Halfords. Apply the RainX 
to the screen and buff it up. It works better 
at speed, but we are unlikely to be shooting 
down the road at 60 mph! 

'CAB HEATERS This can be a simple fix 
such as replacing wiring or a broken vent 
hose. Removing the heater unit and cleaning 
it out it can make a difference to the heat 
exchange. 


THE FULL WORKS 

To have a completely pristine cab, you will 
need to gut the cab interior and restore 
it completely. This is something to do in 
the winter before the rally season, as it 
will take some time, or you could do it 
gradually as and when you have the funds. 
You should also contact suppliers such as 
chrome works, upholsterers, windscreen 
glass cutters (if new needed) and steering 
wheel refurbishers to check their current 
turnaround time. As soon as items are 
stripped out of the cab you can send them 
away for reviving and know your cab will 
be ready in time for the rallies!

Begin by removing as much as you can 
from the cab, e.g. light brackets, wiper 
motors, interior mirrors, coat hooks, sun 
blinds, seat and steering wheel. Some 
steering wheels are on a taper shaft, this 
can prove to be tight especially if it hasn’t 
been removed for years. A bearing puller 
around the side of the wheel and on the 
shaft may loosen it. 

Send off any chrome, polishing, the 
seat cushion and frame (if being powder 
coated) and steering wheel to suppliers so 
they can be getting on with those while 
you do the remaining restoration work. It 
is always handy to have a second steering 
wheel if you must move your vehicle. 

Spend time sanding and paint stripping 
the cab area, making sure to place 
masking tape around anything that needs 
protecting, such as dials and buttons, and 
give it all a good vacuum and clean out 
once fully prepared for painting. You can 
then paint the cab in its original colours. 
Once dry put everything back together; by 
this point you should have your restored or 
new items from suppliers. 


CAB SEAT FRAME You can spend time 
stripping and painting the frame yourself or 
have it powder-coated to the colour you 
require; a quicker and easier option with a 
neater finish. Also make sure to repair any 
seat adjuster mechanisms that do not work 
properly. 


STEERING WHEEL Over time steering 
wheels deteriorate, leading to a lot of 
temporary fixes. Applying PVC tape is a 
favourite to get buses through an MoT 
but the tape soon starts to wear and be 
unpleasantly sticky on your hands. The wheel 
is subjected to different temperatures and 
damp over time, the Bakelite or plastic coat 
starts to crack and peel off. You are then left 
with sharp edges and corrosion. There is a 
cost involved here of approximately £300 to 
have a wheel refurbished but it is worth it 
for a nice glossy steering wheel. 

'CONTROLS Sprucing the controls 
makes driving a lot more pleasant whether 
it is a nice mechanical handbrake you can 
re-chrome or a small electric gear selector 
to clean up and lubricate. A nice black- 
painted steering column or dash panel will 
look great combined with the colour of your 
cab. Clean up all your switches and make 
sure they are all working as they should do. 
Apply new stickers or hand paint the switch 
lettering too. Make sure your pedal rubbers 



are in good condition and not about to fall 
off and get tangled with your feet. 

VISION Windscreens can be scratched 
from windscreen wiper damage and become 
cloudy over time, so a sparkling new screen 
will make all the difference. The last time I 
enquired, it was still possible to purchase 
windscreens for Bristol VRT, Leyland 
Olympian and others from Carlyle Bus & 
Coach. Flat glass is easily cut to size by a 
glazer, but a curved or a wrap-around screen 
must be specially made. 

ENTRANCE AREA Everything painted 
and looking clean makes for an impressive 
entrance. Paint the platform doors, bulkhead 
and the used ticket box as they can get a bit 
tatty over the years. Remove your cab door 
if a sliding type, this will be easier to paint, 
then carefully re-fix it. 

CHROME New chrome or polished cab 
door handles on older vehicles certainly adds 
some bling. 

EXTRAS Make sure to give some TLC to 
switches which are loose and dials which 
are illuminated from the rear. Ensure your 
cab door opens and closes with ease. A 
half-cab side window acts as an emergency 
exit; make sure it opens easily. Make sure 
your speedometer is working properly and, 


if your bus or coach has demisters, make 
sure they actually blow. Hopefully something 
warm. On a wet Sunday morning you might 
appreciate them. Ensure you have working 
windscreen wiper motors; do not get caught 
out in the rain. Various motor types can be 
purchased from vintage vehicle part suppliers 
or there are companies that refurbish 
originals. Having as much cool air as possible 
is ideal on a hot day. I prefer an open sliding 
cab window, although driving a Routemaster 
is the ultimate - the front screen can be 
cranked open horizontally. And make sure 
to fix a fire extinguisher safely in your cab 
too if you don’t already have one. 

I hope my articles have been helpful 
and inspiring with many of you having 
purchased a bus or coach for restoration 
and are deep into the work as I write. 
Remember it does not matter how long 
a restoration takes, the journey to a fully 
restored bus or coach is all part of the 
exciting process. Yes, it can be costly and 
challenging, especially in cold and damp 
conditions. Keep the end goal in sight, 
push forwards with your restoration and, 
in the end, you will be cab happy.

NIGEL APPLEFORD 
considers the Original 
Omnibus Company’s 
Crossley DD42 

The Crossley DD42 model started life in 
the late 1930s but due to World War 2, 
the first production chassis didn’t appear 
until 1944. Work on a new engine had 
started in 1938 and the prototypes used a 
Saurer-based 8.6-litre engine with its new 
direct-injection cylinder head, the engine 
being designated HOE7. The chassis 
was a totally new design and one initially 
received a Manchester Corporation 
‘Streamliner’ body built by Metro- 
Cammell. The chassis was available in 7ft 
6in (DD42/1, 3, 5-7) or 8ft (DD42/4, 8, 

8A) widths. A ‘T’ suffix indicated a Turbo 
Transmitter fitment. 

The Crossley designed body structure, 
influenced by Manchester Corporation, 
incorporated extra deep stress panels 
inside its steel framing which required 
the raised window lines of the two 
rearmost bays of both decks, this was 
designed to cope with heavy rear platform 
loadings during busy times. Manchester 
Corporation had received a visit from 
one of London Transport’s prewar RTs 
which inspired certain aspects of the 
Crossley body particularly around the 
cab area which featured a low radiator 
and large windows to assist the driver’s 
vision. Bodies to this same design were 
also built by Brush and Metro-Cammell. 
The first buses, built at the Gorton Works 
in Manchester were delivered in 1946. In 
1947 the company moved to Erwood Park, 


Stockport and production was transferred 
there. It should be noted that Crossley 
did build bodies for other chassis such as 
Leyland and AEC. 

The prototypes were well received but 
a dispute over royalty payments to Saurer 
led to the need for an engine re-design. 
This was rushed and the resultant 
Crossley-built HOE7 engines quickly 
gained a poor reputation for reliability. 
The redesigned cylinder head resulted 
in the engine not ‘breathing’ properly. 

It ran hotter, was less powerful and 
used more fuel and oil than the original 
version. After Crossley was taken over 
by AEC, its engine designers produced 
a new downdraught head which cured 
those problems. Besides a conventional 


synchromesh gearbox Crossley also 
offered a Brockhouse-Salerni Turbo¬ 
transmitter option. This was based on 
a torque converter designed to act as 
a fluid coupling at higher speeds and 
thus fully automatic in operation. The 
converter occupied little more space than 
a conventional clutch; a small gearbox 
was mounted under the floor enabling 
forward and reverse gears plus neutral to 
be selected by a ‘gear’ lever. 

The Crossley chassis and bodywork 
were both sturdy and well built but the 
HOE7 engine proved to be the bus’s 
Achilles heel. Many operators replaced the 
engine with a Leyland or Gardner unit; 
in the case of Portsmouth Corporation it 
was withdrawing 1935 Leyland TD4s at 
the time so overhauled the engines and 
gearboxes from these and fitted them into 
their 25 1948 DD42/7Ts, this also did 
away with the Turbo-transmitters (which 
were also causing some issues) — the 
buses then went on to have a full service 
life. 

The DD42 certainly wasn’t a complete 
failure with some 1,114 chassis produced 
before the model’s demise in 1952. 
Purchased by municipals and a few 
independent operators it did attract some 
big orders with Manchester taking 291 
and Birmingham 270 (although not all 
with Crossley bodies). There was a single¬ 
deck model too, the SD42, although this 
didn’t go into production until 1947.

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Top left: As mentioned, OOC cast two 
top decks, the ‘drooping* style on the 
left and the ‘straight* style on the right. 
Manchester and Lancaster had buses 
with single headlamps although a pair of 
lights became the norm. 

Top right: The rear elevation shows 
the issues with the platform and rear 
bulkhead mentioned in the text. Some 
operators rear lower-deck windows 
lacked the upper radiused corners, the 
window being rectangular. 

Upper: Manchester was the biggest 
customer of this version. This model of 
2955 (GNF 885) represents one of a batch 
of 71 DD42/3 buses delivered in 1946. 
2954-9 were model DD42/3T, fitted with 
turbo-transmitters, the batch featuring 
the single headlamp seen on the prewar 
RT but this was not perpetuated. 2954-9 
were later re-engined with Leyland units. 
The model was released in January 2009. 

Lower: Portsmouth purchased 31 
Crossleys, 25 DD42/7T and six DD42/5 
models (these six had Reading bodies). 
The Crossley bodies featured the straight 
window lines. These Crossleys were 
re-engined with overhauled units from 
Leyland TD4s, the turbo-transmitters 
were also replaced with conventional 
gearboxes. As with many OOC releases 
there were dual destinations offered, 
both models were released in June 2009. 
The models are in later condition with 
white roof and no header tank (removed 
when re-engined). The side fleet numbers 
should be white and the crest is not quite 
correct. Portsmouth’s Crossleys also had 
the name at the top of the radiator, not 
the badge as on the model. 

Below: Sunderland Corporation Transport 
purchased six DD42/3s with Crossley 
bodies in 1947. The HOE7 engines were 
later replaced with Gardner 5LW’s 
from prewar Daimlers. No. 13 (GR 9007) 
was withdrawn in 1962 and served as a 
mobile polling booth for ten years. It was 
acquired for preservation and restored to 
original condition. The model (with dual 
destinations) was released in July 2009. 

Below right: Rear offside view of GR 9007. 
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Right: Lancaster purchased 13 7ft 6in wide 
Crossley DD42s in three batches during 
1947/8. This model is of 572 (HTF 572), 
numerically the last of the second batch. 
The first batch featured the ‘drooping* 
upper deck window lines but the others 
had the straight window line. No 572 also 
displays the single headlight as seen on 
Manchester’s first examples. 

Below: Leeds City Transport took delivery 
of a single DD42 in August 1946 (more 
followed later) and this is the subject of 
the OOC model, 727 (JUB 727), although 
it was renumbered 701 in November 1948. 
It featured a standard Manchester-style 
body with ‘drooping’ windows and a non¬ 
standard green bonnet rather than Leeds’ 
normal unpainted aluminium finish. This 
was a dual-destination release for the 
Corgi OOC Club in February 2010. 




THE MODELS 

The model was introduced by Corgi 
in January 2009. It is definitely a very 
handsome model and I think captures 
the look of the real bus. Obviously there 
will be an element of compromise in the 
models as no two operators specifications 


will be the same. Corgi has chosen to 
model the 7ft 6in variant which was more 
numerous and the main dimensions 
appear to be accurate. 

There are a number of minor issues, 
however. The prototype had a choice of 
two radiator badges, a Crossley script 


or a badge at the top and unfortunately 
all models have the same radiator 
featuring the badge. The front taper to 
the body sides is too shallow (albeit only 
a millimetre or so) and under the canopy, 
the front bulkhead window is the correct 
shape but set too low, it should line up 



Above: Atlas Editions also 
offered a Leeds Crossley 
DD42 in its ‘Great British 
Buses’ range. It was also a 
model of JUB 727 but as later 
re-numbered to 701. Quality 
control is an issue as the 
nearside headlamp is loose 
and the two halves of the body 
aren’t a particularly good fit. 

It has mirrors although only a 
painted wiper, the model was 
released in September 2011. 

Left: Probably the most 
colourful release is this 
model of South Shields 134 
(CU 4607). The flamboyant 
blue and primrose livery 
was similar in layout to 
Manchester’s prewar 
streamliner design. The model 
was released in June 2011 with 
dual destinations — Simonside 
or as seen here Chichester. 
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Top: Luton ordered 60 DD42/3T models, 
the first of which was delivered in 1946. 
Due to supply difficulties the order was 
later amended to 32. As with most other 
municipalities they proved unreliable and 
heavy on fuel. The turbo transmitters 
were replaced in 1953 by AEC constant- 
mesh gearboxes by AEC at Southall. 

This model of 92 (EBM 92) was released 
in September 2012 with the alternate 
destinations — Seymour Avenue or Park 
Square. 

Centre: Stockport took delivery of 65 
Crossleys (which were built in Stockport 
from 1947). Subject of the model, 231 
(CDB I) was a DD42/3 with Crossley 
body (Manchester-style drooping 
windows), Stockport also operated 
DD42/5s with straight windows. This 
model was released in December 2014 
with alternate destinations of Stockport 
Crossley Road or Stockport Stepping Hill 
as seen in the picture. 



Bottom: The latest release is of a DD42/3 
in the post-1954 livery of Ashton-under- 
Lyne, which took delivery of six similar 
buses after World War 2, replacing 
prewar Crossleys. This is a model of 
Ashton 8 (GTJ 522), which was available 
with alternative destinations of Glossop 
or Hyde. This is a complicated but 
pleasant livery, well captured by OOC. 
The models were released in July 2015. 

with the top of the side windows not the 
bottom. At the rear, the platform edges 
are too deep and although the platform 
extends to the side of the bus it doesn’t 
extend to the rear, the bulkhead is also 
far too narrow. Unfortunately the last two 
issues seem to be a feature of all OOC 
rear-entrance models. 

On the plus side, OOC has produced 
two different top decks, the ‘drooping’ 
front/first side windows or the ‘straight’ 
window variant. Construction of the model 
follows the conventional method of two 
separate decks held together by two metal 
poles driven into the metal chassis. Glazing 
is commendably flush and the plastic 
wheels with rubber tyres are extremely 
authentic-looking. Plastic external mirrors 
are fitted although these do look a little 
‘chunky’. The etched cab windscreen wiper 
is very fine while paintwork and decals are 
to OOC’s usual high standard. A further 
issue on the OOC casting was produced 
for Atlas Editions. 

This is a pleasing model and hopefully 
more variants may appear under Hornby 
ownership. For collectors it’s fine as it is 
and for modellers there are improvements 
that can be made if you feel you can’t live 
with the issues mentioned or you feel the 
need to make it more operator specific. 
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NICK LARKIN visits a transport museum library with a difference and 
also ventures into Poundland.

Bus Museum’s library suggest an 
extremely enjoyable afternoon 
rummaging through every 
known book on the AEC RT, 
ancient London Transport staff 
magazines and prewar Green 
Line timetables. 

You wouldn’t expect to 
be reading tales of buses 
possessing 100 decks or, in 
miniature form, flying from a full 
English breakfast! 

Such joy are to savour in 
the collection of book at the 
Brooklands-based museum’s 
recently established children’s 
play area, which also features 
toy buses and pictures to 
colour in, plus other joys which 
hopefully might stimulate young 
minds 


in an omnibus direction. 

The books definitely go 
down well with our younger 
visitors, many of whom have 
never been on a bus. If this 
sparks an interest and means 
that one day they might 
become members of the 
museum themselves, that 
would be great,’ commented 
museum spokesman Deryck 
Fill. 

Books which have gone 
down particularly well| 
include various volumes of 
Billy the Bus, which changes 
author and changes from 
an apparent depiction of 
an RT to a Routemaster in 
different volumes. 

Then there’s The 
Hundred-Decker 


Bus by Mike Smith, the story of 
how coachbuilders battled to 
substantially increase upper- 
deck capacity on their vehicles 
while complying with DDA 
regulations (well possibly), 
but nothing matches in one 
volume. Had we 


been sniffing too many AEC 
Regent exhaust fumes or did 
we really leaf through a volume 
called Naughty Bus by Jan and 
Jerry Oke, in which an RT of 
approximately EFE model size 
causes complete havoc and 
even destroys someone’s full 
English breakfast?

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LOOKS GOOD ON PAPER 

Four vehicles from the London Bus 
Museum have recently been viewed by 
millions in the film ‘Mary Poppins’, and 
currently sport some wonderful detail 
touches. 

RTI carries the so often seen 
everyday sight of the driver’s 
newspaper wedged in the front 
windscreen, whether for easy access 
or to keep out draughts; in this case 
a copy of The Daily Express from 
Thursday November 2 1939.
